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Improvements in Coal Mining. 

A recent British "Goal Trade Jour- 
nal" coutaina an account of a new 
procosa of wedging down coal in mines, 
which, as the condition of British coal 
mining and ours oro somewbaii aualg' 
ous, may prove of sumo advantage 
ihere. ^ The pioues j ia thua described: 
A half-inch hydraulic ram worked by 
' hand was used, this being coanected by 
; means of a wrought iron tubing with 
ifche cylinder, in which a portion of the 
wedge was inserted, and the oylinner, 
four inches in diameter . and fourteen 
and a half inchea in length, was boltsd 
to tho ohps of tho wedge by two bars, 
constructed so as to allow the cylinder 
being moved to its original position 
when tho wedge had been forced to 
the full, extent of the stroko. Tho first 
experiment was in a "strait" placed on 
the end of the coal, ten foot wide, the 
coal being cut on the higher side. Tho 
hole was placed on the lower side, and 
was throe feet six inches deep, and 
the coal was holed a distance of nearly 
four feet. The wedge was i^laced in 
the drill hole, and in seventeen min- 
utes, four and a half of which were 
occupied in fixing and rofixing the 
wedgo and clips, the coal was success- 
fully brought down. The weight of 
the coal dislodged was nearly fcur 
tons, and a very small proportion of 
this was slack. The second experiment 
was also on tho end of the coal, this 
time with a side loose on the higher 
aide. The length of the block was 12 
feet, this being holed four feet._ The 
diillhole was again three feet.s.ix inches 
dbop, and was placed on. the- lower 
side.' In 7-i minutes after- inserting 
the wedge, tTio coal was brought down, 
forcing it oil' clear to tho back of tho 
holing on the higher side and leaving 
some sis inchea on the lower side. The 
cylinder htid to be moved once, and 
this occupied 2J minutes, so that force 
was only applied if minutes. Between 
seven and eight tons were estimated to 
have been got by this one wedge, and 
very little was slack or even small coal. 
The third attempt was more to* see 
whefcheif with the assistance of the 
wedge, side cutting could be entirely 
done away with, or if this could bo 
obtained, what labor would be saved 
by first using a wedge. A place was 
selected in the face of the coal, 18 feet 
G inchea long, and this was holed four 
feet deep. Drill holes three feet six 
inches in dopth were put in on both 
ends, and tho wedge was first used in 
the one on tho right-hand side. After 
being forced a distance of two feet, 
the side, although the coal was not 
forced oH, was so shattered that a col-i 
lior was endbled to cut' it out and out 
theiBide.in 26 minutes, the time genert 
ally;talEe» to this work being two hours 
or- more'^ •

THE SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE. 

The vulgar and iuileceut attacks made 
on Mr. Speaker by momberB of the Oppo- 
sition are, we yenture to assort, ■without 
parallel in any legislative assembly in the 
Dominion. In no other province would 
even the moat abandoned political hacks 
have the audacity and hardihood to no- 
ouse a gentleman of partiality who has 
lor twoauccessive terms been ununimoualy 
elQOted to the Speaker's chair. But it has 
been left to politioiana of the Walkem 
calibre to make such an unwarranted and 
suamoleas accusation. The leader of the 
Opposition bbould bo the very last of all 
the obstructives to impute unworthy 
actions to Mr. Speaker, for to that gentle- 
man the Opposition are indebted for the 
extension of many courtesies and much 
latitude in debate to which they could not 
possibly lay just claim. If Mr. Speaker 
kas shown indulgence to any hon. mem- 
bers of the House it is to Messrs. Walkem, 
Humphreys, Beaveu and Evans that in- 
dalgence has been extended rather than, 
iu the slightest manner, to ministers and 
Qovernment aapporters. The charges of 
partiality which have recently emanated 
from the leader of the Opposition and th» 
senior mt-mber for Victoria District come, 
therefore, with esceoding bud taste from 
those gentlemen. Had it not been for 
Mr. Speaker frequently granting them a 
latitude, which we think at times should 
have been denied, they would nut have 
been afforded opportunities to vent their 
bitter splcon and discharge their malig- 
nant aoousations against the Government; 
nor would they have occupied muoh 
valuable time in delivering declamatory 
orations to the galleries. We repeat, 
therefore, that tho«e gentlemen should 
lue the last to accuse Mr. speaker of par- 
tiality. The gentleman, who has occu- 
pied the Sneaker's chair since the inau- 
guration of Responsiblo Government, is a 
member who has shown his indepondenco 
of party and who, by his long political 
experience and extensive koowledgc of 
parliamentiry practice, has proved him- 
self a most fitting incumbent of the office. 
To contrast his decisions with that of a 
member of the Oppusitiou in committee 
recently would be to ofTor au insult to Mr. 
Speaker and the intolligenoo of the re- 
spectable portion of the House, and wo 
trust tbiit hon. members will uevoi- bo 
compelled to lisiou to a ropotiliou of the 
dingriiceful language used by the leader 
of the Opposition to the presiding oflicer 
of the legislature— an oilicer who is en- 
titled to the respect of all the members, 
moro especially of ono who is not his 
eq.nal either officially or socially.

The exclusive telegrams whiob wo 
place before our readers this morning 
convey news pertaining tu the Eastern 
qaestion of a very threatening nature. 

The war cloud which bus been gradually 
but surely lowering appears about to cul- 
minate in a deadly conflict between ut 
least Great Britain and Russia. Various 
dis<juieting rumors are afloat in European 
capitals, not the least significant of which 
is one to the effect that Austria has con- 
sented to become the ally of Kussia. Ou 
the other hand, it is asserted that Greece 
and England have formed a coalition. It 
is supposed that the latter power will re- 
fuse to enter the CoDgiess, the succos.i of 
which seems now to be beyond the limits 
of things possible; indeed, it is 
doubtful if it will ever meet. Tho 
next few days will be heavy 
with events of great moment and on the 
conduct of Russia during that period pro- 
bably hang the chances of war or peace. 
In the meantime England oontinuea gi- 
gantic preparations for war on a scale 
that has never yot been approaobed. Our 
arrangements for the receipt of exolnsive 
telegraphic despatches will prove inval- 
uoble to our numerous subscribers. 

Admiral DeHoriey's Report on the 
Western Terminus. 

Shah, at Esquimalt, 26th Oct. 1878. 
Sib:— I request you will bring under the 
consideration of the Lords Commissioners 
of theAdmiralty the following observationB 
submitting my opinion relative to the 
best sight for the ocean terminus of tho 
Canadian Paoifio Railway. 

2. With a view to forming an opinion 
on this subject I have carefully perused 
tho reports of exploration of 1874 and 
1877 made by Mr. Sandford Eleming, the 
engineer-in-chief, and I have had the ad- 
vantage of personal interviews with Mr. 
Marcus Smith, Mr. Oambie and other 
engineers of the survey. 

An ascent of the Fraser Eiver as far as 
Yale, and on to Boston Bar by land has 
enabled me to form some idea of the dlDl- 
onlty of penetrating the Cascade range of 
mountains vrith aline of railway. I nave 
further inspected Burrard Inlet, Haro and 
Georgia straits (us well as tho inner 
channels emerging at Active Pass,) Dis- 
covery Passage atid some of tho ohannols 
in the vicinity of Valdos Island, including 
Seymour Narrows. An examioation has 
also been made by their lordships direc- 
tion of the approaches to the Skeona Eiver 
the results of which haa been reported in 
my letter No. 396 of the 9th inst. 

3. The question of tho site of the ocoau 
terminus should, it appears to me. bo de- 
termined b^ two main considerations (be- 
sides feaRibility in an engineering point of 
view) viz: 

I. Ite suitability for tho interests to 
traffic of the populated ports of British 
Columbia, that' Province having joined 
the Dominion upon the promise of a rail- 
way. 

II. It being situated at a convenient 
port for ocean stenmera to take up direct 
from wharf accomodation the throu^ih 
traffic for Australia, China, Japan and 
other places across thePacifio at all soasons 
of the year and iu all weathers. 

4. Bearing in mind theseconsiideratiouB 
it uppoars desirable to reject all idea of a 
terminus on the coast between '\'^HDoouver 
and Queen Charlotte Island. The navi- 
gation of that part of tho const, judging 
from tho ohaits and from the reports of 
Admiral Richards and other naval officers, 
is decidedly unfavtu-able, and I should 
equally reject the vicinity of tho rivoi- 
Skeena owing to the i^revalence of fog, 
ice and other climatic causes incident to 
a high la itude as well as to the approach 
from sea. 

5. If tho above views are correct the 
question of site for tho terminus is nar- 
rowed to a choice between Burrard Inlet 
and a port in Ynnconver Island. 

0, Bnrrard Inlet does not appear suit- ! 



able for an ocean terminua on aoeoant of 

difficulties of navigation to seaward. Tho 
tortuous channel from Burrard Inlet to 
sea through Haro Strait will frequently 
bo unsafe on account of the strength of 
the tide, great prevalence of fog and 
absence of anchoring depth. Burrard 
Inlet itself also, although possessing a 
snfo port iu Colo Harbor and a good 
anchorage iu English Bay, has those 
objections, viz. : that tho narrow entrance 
to Cole Harbor through tho i''irst Narrows 
is hardly safe for large atoamera in cou- 
sequence of tile rapidity of the tide, and 
that English Bay, although aflbrding good 
anchorage, will not in my opinion, be 
smooth enough during northwesterly gales 
for ships to lie at wharvos, there being a 
drift of forty miles to the northwest. 

7. Another grave objection to Burrard 
Inlot as tho final terminus is tho poasaa- 
hiou of San Juan and Stuart Islands by a 
foreign por/er. These islands form tlio 
key of the navigation inside Vancouver 
Islnnd, In case of war with the United 
States that power might readily stop our 
trado through Haro Strait, (San Juan 
was visited last month by General Shor 
uiau I bolievo with a view to its foitilica- 
tion.) 

8. Condemning Burrard Inlet for tho 
above reasons, I conclude that the ter- 
minus lihould be on Vancouver Island, 
which may be reached in three ways. 

1. By steam ferry, carrying a train from 
Burrard lulot to Nanaimo. 

u. By bridging Seymour Narrows. 

111. By otaam ferry, carrying a train 
from Estero basin (Frederick Arm) to 
Ottor Cove. 

9. The train ooee landed on Vancouver 
Island can, I understand, becarriod with- 
out mnch difficulty either to E-.quinmlt or 
to {^uatsino Sound, or poiLa])s to iSarolay 
Sound, where Uohuiklot hiubor forms an 
adinirablo port. 

10. Tho first method of erossing the 
strait, that of a steam ferry from Burrard 
Inlot to Nantiimo, has three objeclious. 

I. Tho drawbacks obove mentioned to 
navigating tbo first narrows ami to going 
alongsiilo a wharf in English Bay. 

11. Tho ditliotilty and certain froquout 
detention in mid-ohanuol owing to fog, 

111. Tho heavy fea with westerly and 
south-easterly gales, which would be at 
least inconvenient for tbe conveyance of 
a train across the Straits of Georgia. 

Another, and I think a cardinal objec- 
tion, to tho routo by tho course of the 
Fi aser Eiver and Burrard Inlet is its pass 
ing within or 8 miles of United Slates 
territory, and Its consoquent liability to 
destruction when most wanted in time of 
war. 

II. The secon l method, tbnt of a line 
of railway across Valdes Island on steam- 
ers or water conveyance would require a 
very oxtousivo bridging. Valdes is not 
ono island, as showu on the Admiralty 
chart, but consists of three or four islands. 

The main dilliculty, of course, consists 
in bridging Seymour Narrows, a distance 
of 2575 feet, iu two spans of respectively 
1200 and 1350 feet. To execute this work 
the middle pier has to be oroctad on a 
rock said to bo 18 feet under water at low 
tide, with a velocity of tide over it from 
to 8 knots. This woulil bo a work of vas 
magnitude and expeu.se, even if it be pruo 
ticablo to place a foundation ou the rock 
which I doubt, as there is hardly any slack 
tide. Nor muat it bo forgotten that 
bridging Seymour Narrows would, us re 
gards large ships, obstruct the only prac 
ticablo channel between Vancouver Island 
and tho iMniuland. This alone should, i 
my opinion, preclude its attempt, 

12. The third method and tho one I re 
coiumond, that of ferrying a train from 
E.stero basin to Ottor Cove, is in 
opinion, not only feasible but perfoctl. 
simple. I havo carofully examined this 
route and find: 

I. That Ottor Covo is well adapted fo 
a pile dock terminus for the ocean ferry 

II. That tho head of Proderiok Arm at 
the ontranco of Estoro basin is also well 
adapted to a pilii dotk terminus. 

m. Thot tbe chanuol between tho two 
is easy of navigatiou, bring nearly straight 
free from daugors, smooth as glass, ahel 
tered from all winds and haviug very 
little tidal stream. 

13. The tide in this and Nodalc 
channel is noted on the chart as running 
from two to three knots; but I think it is 
much loss. 

I spent five hours in this channel dur 
iug what should have been tho strength of 
the tide tho day before tho full moon and 
found the tide scaicoly perceptible. 

The distance for a steam ferry between 
the two ports is 18 miles of still, clear 
navigation, and I consider it may with 
proper signals be safely traversed in a 



of minerals to Eaquinoalt for shipment. 
Not only for that trade but for tho supply 
of coal to Her Majesty's squadron at 
Esquimau, a lino of rail from Nanaimo 
would bo advantageous, as the possession 
of San Juan might enable tbe United 
States, in case of war, to cut off our sup- 
ply from tho mines by sea. 

19. Assuming, therefore, that a line of 
rail between Esqnimalt and Nanaimo will 
bo constructed not only for tho reasons 
above detailed, but because its construc- 
tion appears to have been virtually prom- 
ised by tho Dominion Government in ac- 
cordance with Lord Carnarvon's sugges- 
tion (a large portion of the rails are 
actually lying at Esquimalt) the ohief 
difficulty connected with the Vancouver 
part of the through line will be overcome, 
for I understand that tho extension of tbo 
line from Nauaimo to Otter Covo presents 
comparotively few diffioultiea. 

2U. It will bo observed that I have 
omitted considerations of a terminus at 
Hone Sound. This is because the some 
objections in respect of tbe difficulties of 
navigation to sea through Haro Strait 
ui)ply to Howe Sound as to Burrard Inlet 
and with grfater force. The route to 
Howo Sound is also, I rbssrve, estimated 
to cost six million dollars more than that 
to Buto Inlet. / 

^21. Finally, whilst submitting the fore- 
going remarks in accordance Tvith their 
Lordship's instructions to mo of 20th 
August, 187G, I beg to pxpross much 
diiJidenco iu rospect to suoh na aro not 
strictly within the scope of the naval ser- 
vice. Viewing the shortness of my stay 
iu British Columbian waters, this report 
cannot pretend to deseive muoh weight; 
but it 'has, I submit, one merit, that of 
coming from an officer who, from his 
position, must be totally unconnected 
from all local interests.

11. Iu advocating tho route by Eroderic 
Arm it will be obaerved that I am assum 
ing that tho railway cau bo brought to 
that point. This assumption is borne out 
by Mr. Hemiug's report of 1877, 
which he states it to be ii feasible scheme, 
but ono exacting a heavy expenditn 
which cxponditura would, I aiipposo, be 
in part compensated by the route No. G 
from the Yellow Head Pass to the head 
of Bute Inlot, being estimated at five 
million dollars less than that by the 
Lower Fraser (No. 2) to Burrard Inlet. 

15. From conversation with Mr. Mar- 
cus Smith, tho principal officer of the 
survey, next to the engineer in-chief, 
am given to understand that the Rocky 
iMouQlains can bo crossed at a compara- 
tively low loyel, and that the line can be 
carried through a far less mountainous 
dictrict by avoiding' Yellow Head Pass 
altogether, nnd sulectiug a route by Lea- 
ser Slave Lake and Pine Eiver Pass, and 
thonco in a more or less direct line to 
Buto Inlet. Should this prove correct, it 
will prove an additional reason for end 
ing the main lino routo at Fiederick 
Arm, rather than at Burrard Inlot, omit- 
ting as I do all consideration of taking 
water couveyaneo from tho houd of Buto 
Inlet or the amount of its lengtu and tor- 
tuous passages which would bo impraoti- 
cablo in foggy weather. 

16. Having thus come to tho conclusion 
thut the line should pass by Froderiok 
Arm, and that the train should be con- 
veyed by steam ferry through 'Nodalos 
channel to the Cove, tho exteusiou to one 
of the good ports of Vancouver Island ro- 
uiuin to be considered. 

17. In future years 1 imagine that for 
tho sake of more direct ooeap troffie a line 
will be extended to Quataino Sound by 
bridging Quatsino Narrows, and thonco 
ou to a tornjinus at Winter Harbor. 

18. But for presput w.ints it soams that 
thu lino should be continued from Otter 
Cove past Baynts Sound and Jfanaimo to 
Esquimalt, here to make the poeai? ter- 
minus. This port is easy iuJ -safo of ap- 
proach at nil timos, its dock, to toko tho 
largest ships, has been commenced, and 
there is rtason to think that tho lipa com- 
ing from the principal collieries and iron 
districts on Vancouver Island ought to

P.ir- 
ties -would go up and down the coast lay- 
ing poison along tbo beach for tho 
varmints, in places where there was not a 
settlor for 50 miles, and mt^ke a good 
Uving ont of the job. During tho month 
of February alone 113 heads of wolves and 
panthers were delivered at Comox, and 
for which the Government had to pay 
8565. We think that the bounty should 
be kept on in settled districts, but that it 
should be stopped in outlying and unset- 
tled portions of tho provinco.— JVajin/fno

EVENING SESSION. 

Friday, March 22 
Mr. Walkem spoke for an hour and a 
half and was followed by Mr. Armstrong 
who complaineJ tluit sovural returns he 
had askod for had not been brought down. 
The hon. gentlemuu thaa proceeded to 
attack the Bnanco miuistor with having 
acquired proporty at Howe Sound and 
with then getting the mining engineer to 
go lip there and report on the valae of his 
property at tho public expense. After 
which be proceeded to accuse Mr. Brown 
of having, while protiidout of the executive 
roceivfld money from the treasury which 
be hi\d no right to, aud after attacking the 
Premier and tho Chief Commisdonor of 
Lands and Works, ho directed bis atten- 
tion to the different supporters of tho gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Mora considered tho hon. gentle- 
man had clearly shown the object of the 
Opposition, namely, to cauao a deadlock, 
mad it \Yas much to be regretted that 
either party was in a position to do that. 
Whou the bill is in committee, of course 
tkoy are allowed to speak several times 
and ua things look it appears as if the bill 
may yet take aomj two or threo months to 
pass. Ho then criticized tho course of tho 
opposition toward tbo bill since its first 
introduction. It had had from them ouo 
steady obstruction. If the leader of tho 
Oovi rnment cannot carry on tho business 
of the country of course ho would resign 
und then tho people would speak and ho 
felt oortain that tho voico woukl speak in 
favor of tbo proaont Government. It was 
clearly a deadlock and it remained for tho 
loader of tho Oppositiou to state clearly 
whether that doadlock shouIJ roiuaiu or 
not. Tho GovGi n meut had ondeiivorod to 
exptaia that the bill was needed and the 
leader of tho Opposition had in his first 
speech really advocated an additional 
member for Nunaimo and Cassiar, and 
Mr. Avmatrong had wished for a member 
for New Westminister, but had refused 
to grant one for Nanaimo to bdance. He 
felt certain that he represented his conati- 
tuolits and that other hon. geatlemoa on 
bia side represented theirs; and if adead- 
look had occurred it was clearly tho fault 
of the Opposition. 

Mr. Humphroys made a long speech and 
threatened that unless tho Government 
acceded to the demand of the Opposition 
the bill would not be allowed to pass. 

Mr. Walkem pledged himself to the 
House and country that if the Government 
would conaentto this delay than he would 
saoiilicQ all hours of tho day and night till 
thu bills now on the liit wore passed. 
Speaking of a deadlock ho said he neither 
cared or wished for it, but the Govern- 
mout will lose tbeix places, if not this 
UBsion then the next. The hon. geatleman 
next attacked Mr. Gordon who he said 
bad left bis coustitueni:. at tho time of 
n feriou.s trouble in Nanaimo. 

Mr. Gordon said he bad purposely re- 
frained from saying anything on this 
question till tho motion placed on the 
notice board by Mr. Walkem should come 
an, and till then liedemaQded the ri^ht to 
-withhold his opinion. He did not wish to 
prevent the hon. gentleman from raising 
any little excitomcLt ho chooso, and he 
Mr. Gordon felt sure that it would be 
taken in the right Way at Nanaimo. Tho 
Lon. gentleman said they would recollect 
his promises given th«m with all the hon. 
gentleman's nsual gostioulatioas that bo 
would give them another member; but 
how bad that promiaobeen kept? It was 
recorded on the journals how he (Mr. W.) 
had voted against the second reading of 
this bill and had been trying to prevent 
iti ever paesing. The people of Nanaimo 
would not forget this. (Hear! hear!) 

Mr. Walkem continued and after speak- 
ing two hours, and after bavinj; attacked 
every hon. gontlemaa on the Government 
sido somo two or threo diCferent times, 
quietly took his seat propbeoying utter 
annihilation of those gentlemen if thoy 
ever went to tho country and promining 
that unless the Government allow this 
question to stand over, that the Opposi- 
tion will cause a deadlock. Eutshould it 
bo allowed to stand over he would assist 
thorn in the passage of the estimates and 
all other of their bills. 

The House rose at midnight and ad- 
journed till Monday, 25th inst. at 11 a. m.

From Sitka and Wrangel. 

The steamer California, Capt. Thorn, 
arrived at 6 a.m. from Wrangel and 
Sitka with the following passengers: — 
From Sitka, Messrs. N. Haly, S. John- 
son, and 0. F. Walters; from Wrangel, 
Messrs. J. Hepburn and H. Folker. 
There are quite a number of Chilooh In- 
dians at Sitka with a good quantity of 
furs, which they are exchanging for hoo- 
chenow; and carousing very freely, nearly 
all of them drunk. At Wrangel Mr, 
Dennis, the collector, seized a canoe con- 
taining contraband goods. Fourteen In- 
dians demanded the release of tho same, 
but the collector threatened the life of 
the first one who endeavored to take 
possoasion of the canoe, and they there- 
fore deemed it prudent to desist. They 
arc supposed to have been set on by some 
lawless white distillers. A very dis- 
graceful and brutal rough-and-tumbla 
fight occurred as the steamer was leaving 
the wharf between two Indians. Report 
says that one of them, "Indian Pete," is 
a bad Indian, and that he ^would be tied 
up for a couple of hours iu punishment 
for his pugnacity. It is said that travel- 
ling on the Stiokeon River is very bad. 
Tho river is open to Buck's; beyond that 
it is open in some places, frozen in 
othors, and will not be clear for naviga- 
tion before the end of April. There are 
iiuito a number of men upward bound 
camped about ten miles above the mouth 
awaiting developments.
